Potatoes an Unhealthy Feed. 


John Gilmer Speed, Dr. Cyrus Ed- 
son («x-President of the New York 
Board of Health) and Mrs.S. T. Rorer 
learnedly discuss “The Potato as a 
Daily Diet,” in November Ladies’ Home 
Journal, and pretty conclusively prove 
that the humble but popular tuber is 
not a healthful article of food. Mr. 
Specd asserts that the potato as a food 
is not nearly so valuable as we have 
very generally esteemed it to be. It 
is quite deticient in mitrogen, and as a 
sole dict is therefore unsuitable. It ir 
hard to digest and therefore should be 
tnken of very sparingly by all save 
those who five active lives out-of-doors. 
* * * The potato provokes our 
great national ailinent, dyspepsia, and 
the sooner the consumption of the 
mealy tubers begins the edoner will 
the dread fangs of the dyspepsia ap- 

ar. 

De Extson in a rejoiner to Mr. Speed 
writes: I must quite agree with Mr. 
Speed in his condemnation of the 
potato. Iam sorry to have to say 
anything against the humble tuber, but 
the truth, especially when it is scien- 
tific, and more especially medico- 
scientific, must be told. Itis certain 
that no one can xt all times eat the 
potrto with the assurance that it will 
dohimvroharm * * * * The 
practice of feeding potatoes to infants 
and young children cannot he two 
strong'y condemned, A potato diet 
may not kill them outright at 
once, but it is certain to injure their 
digestive organs permanently and 
effectually, so as to wake their lives a 
burden to themselves and those who 
are brought in contact with them. Dr. 
E:lson also contends that the potato ie 
very deficient in nutritive qualities,and 
ha» less value as an article of food than 
most other vegetables and cereals. 

Mrs. Rorer writes: I am not a 
potato prohibitionist, but Iam firmly 
convinced that potatoes should be 
served only with strongly-concentrated 
nitregencus food, such as ronated beef, 
or, for the vegetarian, with beans, peas 
of lentils.

The Use of the Sunflower. 

In China and Russia the sunflower is 
considered a vaiuable plant, and it is raised 
for ite seeds at the rate of nearly half a 
million pounds annually. The poor farm- 
ere of Italy and India likewise attach 
great importance to the plant, and the 
eecde are harvested for animal food and 


for poultry. 
The sunflower has long been raed in 


thie country for ornamental purposes, but 
with the exception of a few poultry raisers 
who fatten their fowls on the seeds no one 
takes the trouble to utilize either stalks or 
seeds. Nevertheless, there are few piants 
that yield more useful articies of commerce 
than the sunflowers, Their value is already 
being appreciated by scientists, and a more 
general cultivation of the piante is recom- 
mended. In their wild state the sunflowers 
are emailier than when properly cultivated, 
but very little attention is required to give 
them a eplendid growth. Soil that will 
produce any other tarm crop will yield a 


heavy supply of sunflowers, 

Que of the most important uses for the 
sunflower seeds is as tood for pouitry and 
cattie. It has long been valued by pro- 
grese ve farmers as an excellent and cheap 
food for fowls. Nothing makes them 
fatten qilicker, and they will frequently 
leave aii other food for them. The seeds 
make the hens lay better, and greatly ine 
crease their weight, They can be raised 
cheaper than corn, and give better results, 
As a food for cattle the resuits so far 
obtained are very satistactory. In Den- 
mark remarkable success has been obtained 
in mixing sunflower seeds with bariey and 
oats for cattle. Nearly all farm animals 
enjoy the seeds, and eat them freely, 
eevecialiy when mixed with. grains. Tne 
food has no deleterious effect upon the 
flavor or quality of the milk, but rather 
increases ite flow. 

Sunflower oil made from the seeds is in 
great demand in this country. In Russia 
millions -of pounds of the seeds are 
raised annually for the oil, and large 
quantities of this oii are exported from 
that country. In the crude state it is used 
by painters for inside work, but it does not 

uite equa! linseed oil for varnish purposes, 
te is mixed with most of our cheap paints, 
and aleo with many prepared stains. In 
Russiaitis used to some extent for burning, 


but not where there is any . market for 1t. | 


It takes about one bushel of seed to make 
a yalion of oil, and atout fifty bushels of 
seed are produced on one acre of land. 
When the oil is sellingat $1 per gallon, 
the profits are large, 

Of late years etlorts have been made to 
refine the oil so as tosell in competition 
With olive oil. In fact, purified sunflower 
oil is used quite extensively to aduiterate 
salad oils. Many consider it equal to the 
ordinary grades of olive aud almond oil for 
tabie uses, Itisof a paie yellow color, 
flavoriess, and palatable. In Maryland 
considerabie of this oil is made to supply 
the Baltimore trade, and ata recent ex peri- 
ment with it the hotel men of that city 
said they preferred it to all others for salads, 
France, Germany and Italy are enlarging 
their plants for making all kindsofeeed oils, 
and among these the sunflower seed oil is 
conspicuous. The present outlook seems 
to indicate a time when the sunflower will 
become an important factorin the produc- 
tion of the best seed oil. 


After the oil is extracted from the seeds 


how. roughly they are cut, but when 
gathered for their fibre a reguiar system 
must be followed. The plants need plenty 
of sun, and should be given the most open 
field on the farm. In about four months 
the seeds will be ready for gathering. ‘The 
plants withstand droughts better than most 
of our cultivated crops, and farmers might 
do wellto plant more of them and less 
corn, They would be sure then vo have 
cattle food for winter, for it is rarely that 
a sunflower crop fails. 


LORD WOLSELEY. 


Warm Praise for the New Commander-in 
Chie. 


Lord Wolseley, the new commander-in- 
chief of the British army, enjoys, in addi- 
tion to many other fine distinctions, the 
rare good fortune of having won the un- 
qualified approbation of Mr. G. W. Smalley, 
Londen correspondent of the New York 
Sun, who writes as follows regarding the 
famouse English soldier who was born in 
Ireland: 

‘Lord Woleeiey is 62 years old and by 
common censent the most accomplished of 
living Engiish soldiers. There are thosc 
who think Lord Roberts his superior in 


| the field or in the conduct of a campaign, 
but the two have been tried in euch ditier 
ent ways that thereare no very good means 
of judging, Lord Wolseley’s superiority 
asan administrator is hardly questioned, 
and it is in administration that the work 
of acommander-in-chief, certainly in peace, 
has to be done. If he had been passed over 
in favor of the Duke of Connaught or any- 
body else, the injustice would have been 
glaring. He has a great opportunity be- 
fore nim, He can do ali he tried to do as 
adjutant general without the friction he 
then met. He cannot make England the 
military rival of any great power on the 
continent, but he can give her an army fit 
to defend her against invasion. That will 
be tne measure of his success. 
“Of both the Duke of Cambridge and 
Lora Wolseley one thing may be said— 
both are deligntful personally. The Duke 
is the one member of the royal family who 
hates royal etiquette and court ceremony. 
He likes human intercourse on a human, 
| basis. Hie talk is bluff, hearty, frank 
soldierily and to the point, and he hasa 
geniality of manner and of character which 


has made him immensely popular. Lord 
Woiseley’s cunversation is among the best 
in London. He is one of the few men who 
speak his mind in all companies, and ail 
his mind, He has en alertness, a fluency, 
a clearness of speech and a direct way of 
reaching his point which are more American 
than Engliei. No trace in him of what 
we sometimes think over-deliberateness of 
thought.

Put the yolk of 
the egg ivto a dish large enough to hold

Cooking Cabbages. 

A great many people with weak digestion 
are afraid to eat cabbages of any descrip” 
tion. This is asimple means of remedying 
the matter. Put about the size of an egg 
of bread-crumbs tied in 1 fine cloth in with 
the catbages when cooking. Cabbages 
cooked like this can be used in any possible 
way, the bread having abeorbed ail bitter 
juices, they cannet harm, while they are 
digested quite easily. Anotner advantage 
of this style of cooking is that the bread-

The Wheel of the Future Way be of Weed 
—All Serte of Propheetes, but Little

The flood of inventions thet is being 
poured into the bicycle market ie almost 
unprecedented. Bicycle tires,geare,lamps, 
standeand every part of a bicycle have been 
used asa basis of experiment, A clever 
Canadian offered co a manufacturer a neat 
and practicable little device to make 
bicycles stand.

PRACTICAL FARMING. 


Washing and Working Butter. 
Butter may be washed until most of the 
flavor has been washed out. Much of the 


| butter of days gone by was not washed at 


all, but salted and worked directiy from 
|the butterm:lk, writes a correspondent. 


| While this practice was strongly condemn- 
|ed by many butter:nakere, others—princip- 
ally those who practiced it—urged that 
such butter possessed a peculiar rich,nutty 
| favor which wae lacking in washed butter. 
One of the strongest pointe against the 
‘unwaehed butter was that overworking 

was almost a necessity, as the buttermilk 
| had to be worked outif it was not washed 
|out, Nowadays the practice is to wash 


| the butter while it is still in granular form, 
Nearly alttheadvice given in our institutes, 
conventions sad dairy papers is that the 
butter enall be washed until the water 
draws off clear, with perhaps the iast 
washing in brine to atiil further remove 
every trace of buttermilk. This results in 
good butter 1f the conditions of the cream 
previous to churniug were right, but it will 
| be lacking in flavor. Whiie I advocate 
washing butter and always practice it, I 
do not use eo much water as formerly. 
Usually twice washing, with two large 
pails of water each time, 1s sufficient for 
forty pounds of butter after the buttermilk 
has been drawn off. Even if the water at 
the last washing is quite milky no harm 
need follow. After it has been salted and 
drained, very little moisture will 
be left, and this soon runs off 
when the butter ia placed on the worker.
